When the National Tuberculosis a s­ 
sociation began its work on a large 
seak fifteen years ago, there were 200 
deaths from tuberculosis p° e 100,000 
population in this country. 
Today 
this death rate has declined to 120 
per 100,000 population. 
Another way

tively brief period may be estimated, 
is to go back as far as 1900.
